The Adding Machine, a play by 
Elmer Rice, was presented under 
the auspices of the State College 
division of Humanities and Fine 
Arts. The play was excellent, but 
the question immediately arises in 
the minds of many if the drama 
was a college production. The di- 
rector was Mr. Charles Hume, a 
college instructor; the production 
staff was composed of State Col- 
lege students; but several of the 
stars of the play were only vaguely 
connected with the State College. 

Was the play a student produc- 
tion? The majority of the cast was 
composed of students, but the “fat 
pacts”, Mr. Zero and Mrs. Zero, 
portrayed by John Moore and Ruth 
Pearson, were not regular college 
students. Was dishonesty displayed 
in using these people for these 
parts? As an Eaglet production we 
must admit the validity of the use 
of these actors, but as a college 
production, their assistance in the 
play was certainly doubtful, fer 
several of our own veteran actors 
about the campus were not a part 
of the cast (either from rejection 
or disinterest.) 

Artful Sets 

The Adding Machine concerns it- 
self with a clerk who, due to the 
advent of the adding machine, is 
out of a job. In a fit of rage he 
stabs The Boss, Bob Wyman. The 
remainder of the play takes place 
in various places: a graveyard, pur- 
gatory, heaven and hell. Localities 
were suggested by symbols of the 
layman’s conception of these places 
used in artfully constructed sets. 
The play was reminiscent of a mus- 
ical production with the fine bal- 
ance of speeches by various 
characters in the play. 

Although Rice wrote this drama 
in the 1920’s to “pack a punch” for 
the benefit of the working clas», 
the punch remains for the audi- 
ences of today, but for different 
reasons. The lesson that we can 
gain revolves around Mr. Zero’s 
prejudice towards politics, foreign- 
ers, and working people. In this re-
